the counties of the state to en- 
force. 

On Monday, Sheriff John 
Kirk, and his deputies, notified 
all known places where me- 
chanized gambling equipment 
and other games of chance had 
been operated, to close up, as 
the gambler’s, honeymoon was 
over, By that night these places 
were dryer than the Sahara De- 
sert, other than punch boards, 
no form of gambling was 
tempted to be carried оп by 
‘operators. 

Following instruction from 
the Attorney General's office, 
County Prosecuting Attorney 
Harold Williams, just assuming 
his office, passed along word 
to the Sheriff's department of 
what would be expected by the 
the Governor, the Attorney 
General and his own office, in

Veterans of World War One 
may not be out of luck on their 
disallowed disability claims for 
non-service connected pension 
benefits, because of a new V. A.

erans Administration Contact 
Officer for this area, said today. 
Prior to the enactment of the 
new rule, veterans who applied 
for the non-service connected 
benefits had to be permanently 
and totally disabled. Under the 
rule now in effect, However, 
age and a lesser degree of dis- 
ability play an important fac- 
tor, In many instances, veterans 
heretofore disallowed, are now 
eligible since they meet the low- 
er requirments, Disabilities and 
age are becoming more and 
more important in the rating 
fo World War One veterans 
claims, 

Gum pointed out it is the 
responsibility of the veteran to 
apply for a new rating of his 
claim to see if he meets the re- 
quirements. This may be done 
by writing direct to the Veter 
ans Aministration of by һа 
ing your local service officer 
handle all the paper work.
